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HOUSE or LORDS. 


WEDNESDAY, July 16. 
AS foon as his Majeity had taken his 
feat on the throne, Sir Francis 
Molyneux, Uther of the Black Rod, was 
fent to the Houfe of Commons, to require 
their attendance; and being come, the 
Speaker addrefled his Majefty in a fhort 
Speech, in which he alluded to the various 
money bills that had been pafled this 
feffions, and the hope that as Peace was 
again.returned, the country would feel an 
alleviation of that burthen which the ne- 
ceffary expences of the war had unavoida- 
bly cudeashs he was-likewife happy to 
inform his Majefty, that by the perfeve- 
rance and affiduity of his faithful Commons 
they had fo arranged the affairs refpecting 
the Eaft-Indies, as there remained but 
little doubt of bringing them to a final 
iffue at a very early period in the next 
feffions ; he then prefented to the Houfe 
the finking fund bill, Lord Rodney’s, and 
Sir George Auguitus Elliott’s annuity 
bills, to which he requefted with all hu- 
mility his Majefty’s concurrence. The 
bills then received the royal affent in the 
ulual forms; after which his Majefty de- 
livered the following moft gracious Speech 
from the Throne : 
* My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

© The advanced feafon' of the year re- 
quires fome remiffion from your long and 
Jaborious attention to the public fervice. 
The exigencies of that fervice may oblige 
me to call you together again at an early 
period ; and I perfuade myfelf, from my 
uniform experience of your affection to 
me, and your zeal for the public good, 
that you will chearfully fubmit to a tem- 
porary inconvenience, for the permanent 
advantage of your country. 

© The confideration of the affairs of the 
Eaft-Imdies will require to be refumed as 
early as poffible; and to be purfued with 
a ferious and unremitting attention. 


‘ I expefted to have had the fatisfaction 
of acquainting you, before the end of the 
feffion, that the terms of pacification were 
definitively fettled: but the complicated 
ftate of the bufinefs in difcuffion has una- 
voidably protracted the negotiation. I 
have, however, every reafon to believe, 
from the difpofitions fhewn by the. feveral 
Powers concerned, that they are perfectly 
well inclined to fuch a conclufion as may 
fecure the bleflings of Peace, fo much and 
fo equally to be defired by all parties. 


© Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

‘ I thank you for the fupplies you have 
fo liberally granted for'the publie fervice ; 
for facilitatmg my arrangements towards a 
feparate eftablifhment for the Prince of 
Wales ; and for enabling’ me, without 
any new burthen on my people, to dif- 
charge the debt which remained on my 
civil litt. 


‘ My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

‘I earneftly recommend to you an ate 
tention towards promoting among my 
people, in yeur feveral countries, that 
{pint of order, regularity, and induftry, 
which is the true fource of revenne and 
power in this nation ; and without which 
all regulations for the improvement of the 
one, or the increafe of the other, will 
have no effeét.”

‘ My Lords, and Gentlemen,

E had flattered ourfelves with having it in our power to com- 

mence our annual tribute of gratitude to our numerous Readers, 
with the moft fincere congratulations on the happy reftoration of Peace. 
Perhaps this bleffing, the moft valuable in which Rasnaig can rejoice, 
is not very diftant. But, in the prefent ftate of the negociations be- 
tween the belligerent Powers, it feems impoffible for a private individual 
to form conjectures, that, at all events, will do credit to his fagacity. 
While the {peculations of the avaritious and unfeeling are equally awake 
with the anxious hopes of the worthy and humane; while contradictor 
reports daily arife in a variety of forms; and the public funds, thobe 
political barometers, poflefs the known characteriftics of our climate, 
and, in the fluctuations of the day, amufe the credulous or delude the 
fanguine ; the preparations for war ftill continue, and the apprehenfive 
mind deplores all the poffible horrors of another defolating campaign. 


One remarkable circumftance, unknown at the conclufion of former 
wars, appears, however, to be certain, at whatever period the prefent 
may terminate. An important revolution has taken place. Our Co- 
lonies on the Weftern Continent now prefent a new political phoeno- 
menon as THe Usitrep STATES OF AMERICA ; thirteen extenfive 
and populous provinces are torn from the fovereignty of Great Britain ; 
and, if we may believe fome great characters in the Senate, the Indepen- 
dency of this rifing empire is irrevocably acknowledged. 


The Caufes and Progrefs of the Crvit War, which in the fhort 
period of feven years, has terminated in this great revolution, have been 
recorded in the courfe of our publication. Its future influence on the 
politics of Europe, or, which is a fubject of higher moment, on the 
liberties of thefe new States, and the happinefs of mankind in general, 
may hereafter afford ample themes of difcuffion. May the endearing 
confiderations of religion, language, kindred, reftore an affectionate 
harmony of intercourfe between the once foftering parent and her emanci- 
pated children ; and, inftead of harfh authority, and reluctant fubmif- 
fion, induce the nobler obligations of reciprocal benefits, with an union 
of ftrength and power, that, enfuring the fafety of each, may reprefs the 
—" of other States, and teach them to refpeét the natural rights 
of men, 
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Happier fubjects of emulation may then arife. The fine Arts may 
fhed their benign influence over polifhed life, in countries where bigotry 
and defpotifm may be unknown. ¢ As our politics and difputes,’ to 
ufe the words of an elegant Writer, ¢ have travelled to America, it is 
not impoffible that Poetry and Painting too, will revive amidft thofe 
extenfive tracts, as they increafe in opulence and empire, amid fcenes 
where the ftores of Nature are fo various, fo magnificent, and new.’ 





Prospects fo dear to Virtue and Humanity we might be eager to

If, 
hitherto, fuperior privileges have been wholly our own, let it not excite 
the wretched emotions of jealoufy, that the fame happinefs may now 
be equally the lot of others. “Though the evanefcent fplendour of 
unwieldy grandeur be diminifhed, it may ftill be in our power to 
dhine in a more illuftrious fphere, not the terror and the envy, but 
the delight and admiration of furrounding nations. But, to maintain | 
this happy fituation, the generous fentiments of public fpirit muft uni- @& 
verfally pervade tke body politic ; we muft hufband with wifdom, @ 
equity, and moderation, the vaft foreign refervoirs of wealth that yet 3 
remain ; we muft watch, with a jealous eye, our excellent Coniti- iy 
tution ; tranfmitting that venerable fabric to our fons, ref{cued from 
the gradual depredations of Time, yet facred from the injuries of un- 7 
diftinguifhing Alteration; in a word, we muft cultivate all the virtues 
that exalt a nation, while their oppofite vices have fuch a tendency to 
involve it in degradation and decay. War and conqueft, and even # 
commerce, are but adventitious means of greatnefs, Compared to the 
internal fources of ftrength and power, which every well regulated 
ftate ought to poflefs within itfelf.
